Building Razed by 


Violent Explosion 


Over 30 Injured; Cause 


of Disaster Remains 
Undetermined Today 


Chicago, March 3-—(AP)—The 


body of a third victim was recov- 
ered today and firemen continued 
digging through debris for the 
corpse of a restaurant operator 
missirfg since an explosion jarred 
a wide area of the loop yesterday 
and leveled a three-story brick 
building. 


More than 30 "persons were in- 


jured in the mysterious blast which 
authorities _,,said _.would^---h-*--«-e. 
claimed a'" high toll of dead and 
injured had it'occurred on a busi- 
ness da3-. 


The body dug from the rubble 


today was that of a man about 40 
years old. In the clothing county- 
morgue attendants found a paper 
bearing 
the name George A. 


Henry. The paper was a postof- 
fice slip and police began an in- 
quiry at the p.ostoffice in an effort 
to. establish identity. 


The missing man was Louis Pap- 


pas, who operated a restaurant on 
the ground floor of the building at 
Wells and Van Buren streets'. Po- 
lica said his wife told them he had 
gone to the building about two 
hours before the explosion. 


Other Dead Identified 


The other dead are Mr. and Mrs. 


Harry "W. Koone, Fort Wayne. Ind.. 
who were blown from the street 
to the elevated structure of the 
Chicago Rapid»" Transit 
tracks- 


Koons. a taxidermist, and his wife, 
had arrived in Chicago only about 
an hour before the blast shook the 
area and shattered hundreds of 
windows in buildings over a ra- 
dius of a block. 


Only three of the injured were 


described as in critical condition 
and Fire Commissioner Michael 
J. Corrigan said the city escaped 
a major disaster only by the fact 
that the blast- occurred on Sunday. 
Had it been 'on any other day. he 
added, "hundreds would have~been 
killed."

financial policy.

Washing-ton—The labor depart- 


ment has been ardently I'nnning 
the fears of another food price in- 
flation. 
A • United Press dispatch 


said: "A labor department spokes- 
man predicted the cost "of living 
.vill climb to a new price record 
?eak by the end of June. The de 
partment reported that on Jan. 15 
•etail food prices were 30 per cent 
ligher than on the corresponding 
date a year ago." 
On the basis 


of this supposedly official, 
al- 


though anonymous, interpretation 
of the Chicago increases in hog. 
corn and wheat market figures, a 
break occurred in the New York 
stock market. Naturally the Wall 
Street traders whetted their fears 
hat food price increases would 
cause another round of wage in- 
;reases in coal, steel, autos and the 
ither spring contracts awaiting 
•enewal, and thus break our eco- 
lomy up into a still higher infla- 
ionary level, if not break the ac- 
epted economic program entirely. 
The actual facts of the matter 


.o not justify all these fears. In- 
eed they fall so far short of jus- 
ification you might hastily con- 
lude offhand that the unions and 
the labor department must 
oe 


iirowing their pressure weight i 
ehind the food price increases, so 
hey can collect another wage in- 
rease. This may sound foolish to 
ome, and possibly it is not true, 
et you can find some evidence in 
he government itself to substan- 
iate such a suspicion. The gov- 
rnment has been warning the 
armers against over-production, 
"hich certainly had lent encour- 
gement to food production defi- 
iencies. Actually it has advised 
gainst accelerated production of 
beef cattle, although the figures 
upon which it bases such advice 
seem to be wrong, inasmuch as 
they do not calculate the increased 
population and increased demand 
likely in a period of widespread 
availability of money, such as we 
are in now. Worse-than that, the 
government actually has created 
the shortages in wheat by its ex- 
port program, and expects to con- 
tinue to do so. 


Despite this evidence .1 do not 


accuse the government of foster- 
ing the food price increases to en- 
courage the wage demands of its 
strongest following; The truth of 
the matter seems to be they are 
merely taking advantage of an ab- 
normal and temporary situation in 
foods in order to further the union ' 
demand. 


The actual food situation is 
this: 


Farmers require about a year 


and a half to develop a new Dig 
crop. Only about six months have 
elapsed since OPA went off, end- 
ing the confused condition of the 
farmers, which induced them to 


avoid full hog production. Tho crop 
of last spring liu» just about all 
been -sold, and the fall crop (start- 
t:d after OPA} has not coino In 
yet. 
Su we are at an in-between 


period on hog production. Further- 
more, deliveries at markets have 
been abnormally low because ol 
saow and wintry weather (much 
of the deliveries these days being 
by truck). 
Actually we hud a 


yood corn crop last year. The hog 
crop is low but yet undeveloped 
And we cannot know anything 
about the coining season's produc- 
tion until fall, so we must conclude 
that if the farmers go ahead nor- 
mally they will produce enough 
hogs to keep us away from furth- 
er inflation. 


If pork chops go to Si or S1.25 


a pound in' this interim period, 
the cost of living need not increase 
for most people, except in the gov- 
ernment statistics. 
Personally. 


.vill just not buy pork. We have 
enough beef (the government fool- 
shly claims the supply is too high; 
So I will eat beef. If high pork 
jrices throw meat demand over 
nto beef, the government certain- 
y will realize how" foolish its re- 
cent warnings on beef supplies 
mve been. 


* * * 


Wheat is a somewhat different 


tory, but to the same effect. Last 
•ear we had 100 million bushels 
carry over at the end of the crop 
•ear, and this year the milling 
ieop-le are alarmed because offi- 
ialdom expects 125 million bush- 
els (millers figuring that if the 
government is wrong again, we will 
be skating too near thin ice.,i But 
our government itself will largely 
influence our wheat supply by the 
extent to which it exports in an- 
swer to foreign demand. England 
is buying here, with the money we 
gave her—pardon 
me, "loaned" 


her. Russia is not buying, and so 
far as I know, has not attempted to 
influence our markets since one in- 
cident was detected on the stock 
commodities market some time 
back. 


But in general, hog supplies .are 


low, 
having not yet caught up. 


Beef is plentiful. The corn supply 
is Hearing the end. 
The wheat 


supply is all right Florida citrus 
fruits were hurt badly by cold. 
Actually, then, you cannot get 
much support for the anonymous 
labor department spokesman, or 
the viewers with alarm, unless you 


expect a crop failure before It in, 
oven planted. 


Perhaps government statistics 


Have increased 30 per cent on. food 
prices "since a corresponding; pe 
riod lust year." 
Lust year, the 


government statistics were warped 
by price ceilings on foods 
not 


available at any price. Now they 
cunnot fool themselves but must 
take actual market prices. Yet if 
they encourage another round ol' 
wage increases 
on that 
basis, 


prices will go still higher, and ev- 
eryone will be worse off. 


Thus the realities of the situa- 


tion fall somewhat short of justi- 
fying the conclusions and predic- 
tions which the propagandists are 
foisting off on an unsuspecting 
public.

Watch your deductions in filing 
your 1946 income tax return. They 
' may save you money. 


A. deduction is the amount of 


money for personal or business 
expenses you can 
deduct 
from 


your total income before it is tax- 
able. 


You can dedtict many expenses 


Some lands of income, being tax- 
exempt, don't have to be reported 
at all. 


The size of the deductions will 


decide for many people the kind 
of tax return they use 
* 
Choice of Forms 


If your income was $5,000 or 


over, you have no choice about 
forms. You must file on the 1040 
long-form 
When you use the 


long-form: 


X You can take the standard 


$500 deduction allowed everyone, 
without itemizing or accounting 
for any of it. Just take $500, pro- 
vided your income was §5,000 or 
over. 


2. Or, if your deductions were 


actually more than $500, you can 
claim them m full but, in that 
. case, you must 
itemize 
every 


penny. 


Suppose your income was under 


35,000. You, too, depending upon 
your individual case, can do one of 
two things 


t. You can file on form W-2. 


the withholding statement, or on 
the 1040 short-form. Either way 
you're automatically allowed a 10 
per cent deduction for expenses 
even v though they weren't that 
much. 


That 10 per cent already has 


"been, allowed for in the fix-table 
used with those two forms. 


2. Or, If your deductions were 


actually more than 10"per cent, 
you can use the 1940 long--form. 
Then you'll have to itemize your 
deductions, and work* out your 
tax.

Boyle Finds Even 


Havana Dead Are 


Crowded in Earth 


Only Rich Can Afford to 


Buy Permanent Spot 


in Cemeteries 


By HAL BO VLB 


Havana, Maich 3— (AP)— The 


housing shortage is so acute m 
Cuba's expanding capital it af- 
fects even the cemeteries. 


The dead as well as the living 


must contend for space. Only the 
bones of the rich or eminent per- 
sons are accorded the permanent 
luxury of the six feet of earth 
that death traditionally bestows 
m other lands. 


In crowded Colon cemetery most 


tenants get only a three-year lease. 
When it expires they are renw ed 
co make way for newcomers and 
they wind up in the final democra- 
cv of a common bone pit 


The Colon cemetery, one of the 


gieat graveyards of the world is 
missed by the type of tourist who 
sees Havana through the daiquiri 
glasses at Sloppy Joe's bar but is 
sought out by many students of 
latin architecture 


There is enough old marble tent- 


ing; its ancient dead to build a new 
S* 
Aciopohs, and there die nuge mod- 
ern tombs with bronze doors and 
fine statues that cost 5150,000. It 
houses many Cuban patriots and 
a number of Americans, including 
some killed in fJie sinking of the 
battleship Maine, the torch of Cu- 
ban freedom. 


Place of Beautj 


The huge sprauling cemetery, 


riotous viith tropical flowers and 
the carved monuments with which 
the Latin races memorialize their 
dead, is a place of beauty rather 
than sadness 


The inhabitants dwell pretty 


much in death as tneir financial 
resources permitted in life 


Old Miguel Gonsalez, one of 400 


caretakers who earn a Irving pol- 
ishing decorative brass handles on 
the marole tombs, explained the 
burial systenr>to me- 


"In the wealthy section people 


pay $75 for a lot which is theirs 
forever. They build a tomb above 
ground which costs them from S200 
to S150 000. Most families have 
a plot with four places " 
- Because of the pressure 
for 


space large families often have a 
chamber with 12 small marble 
ooxes at one corner of the plot 
into which the remains of the elder 
dead are stored m time. 


Remain There 3 Tears 


"In another section." said Gon- 


salez "people pay 560 to rent a 
cement tomb above ground in 
which they lie for three years 


"In the third section poor peo- 


ple pay S9_and are buried in the 
ground for three years. Paupers 
who die in government hospitals 
are buried free." 


At the end of three years survi- 


vors are notified by newspaper 


advertisements that unless other 
provisions are made Uie bones will 
be dismtened and put in a com- 
mon pit. Usually thcie is no re- 
sponse to the ads, the cheap wood- 
en crosses are taken down—and 
the earth is ready once more. 


Old Gonsalez gets fiom SI to S2 


a month from many families, to 
care for their tombs. He has done 
this for 20 years. 


"Now I polish the br ass on the 


giaves of many men who used to 
pay me themselves," he s>aid, "and 
whenever one oi my friends dieb 
I take care of him, too " 


People Forget Quickly 


He has> a craftsman's piide in 


his %vork and isn't at all depressed 
by lus odd occupation 


"It is a living," he said 
"I 


would sleep here if they would let 
me. Ma> be they will son. I am 
68 years old. 


"This is a big city—the Diggest 


in Cuba. There are about 1 000 OOU 
people here. It is \eiy crowded. 
It supports about 700 people out- 
side — funeral directors, coach- 
men and flower sellers ' 


Gonsalez has no illusions as to 


how long the dead are remember- 
ed and sa.d that after the first 
year survivors usually came to the 
cemetery only on anniversaries 


But he pointed over to a tomb 


where a, black-clad woman of eaily 
middle age was placing flowers 


"Xot many are like that one." 


ie said 
Her husband died 10 


years ago. Ever since she has 
come with fresh f lowers to visit 
him."
